Debt Payment 
In Silver Seen 
Ontario Benefit 


TORONTO, June 15.—Payment of 
$10,000,000 in silver by Britain to 
the United States on account of war 
debts was seen last night as bene- 
ficial to silver mining in Ontario, 
according to men associated with 
the white metal. 

“I think it would have a good ef- 
fect on the silver market,” said J. 
F. Crawford, past president of the 
Standard Stock and Mining Ex- 
change. “It takes a lot of silver to 
make $10,000,000." 

He pointed out that owing to the 
difference in value between silver 
and gold it would have a greater 
effect on silver mining activity than 
a similar payment in gold would 
have on gold-mining activity.

WHEAT PRICE 
PROBLEM WILL 
BE DISCUSSED 


Representatives of Wheat- 
Exporting Nations Meet 


Tomorrow

LONDON, June 15. — The repre- 
sentatives of the four greatest 
wheat-exporting countries of the 
world meet again tomorrow to dis- 
cuss methods of limiting produc- 
tion and raising the price of wheat. 
The problem has come in for men- 


tion several times at the world eco- 
nomic conference, but Prime Min- 
ister R. B. Bennett's speech before 
the conference today, insofar as it 
referred to wheat, has turned the 
discussion into new channels. 

In previous discussions the Unit- 
ed States has favored limitation of 
wheat acreage; Australia has been 
definitely opposed; the Argentine} 
and Canada have not committed 
themselves to any definite policy. 
although the Argentine senate last 
night declared itself opposed to 
limitation. 


CUT WHEAT ACREAGE 

Canada is generally understood to 
favor cutting wheat acreage; Prime 
Minister Bennett himself suggested 
this method to the conference along 
with serious consideration by im-| 
porting countries of feasible meth- 
ods for increasing their purchases. | 
The governments of the prairie) 
provinces recommend it. 

The Argentine is now reported 
be more favorably inclined 
limitation awd is ready to examine 
any practicable scheme Australia 
remains officially opposed, but the 
Australian delegation is understood 
to be cabling home for new instruc- 
tions.

LONDON, June 15—Payment of 
$10 000,000 in silver on Great Bri- 
tain’s war debt obligation of $75,- 
500,000 due the United States June 
15 was announced to the House of 
Commons last night by Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in a statement which as- 
knowledged the “debt pending finai 
settlement.” 

Simultaneously, the Chancellor | 
stated formal debt negotiations be- | 
tween Great Britain and United} 
States would be started at Washing- 
ton as soon as possible in accord- 
ance with President Roosevelt's re- 
ply to the British remittance. 

The United States accepted the 
partial payment, the Chancellor de- 
clared, “without prejudicing the 
freedom of either government in 
subsequent discussions.”

“The British government has to- 
day announced a payment to the 
United States of $10,000,000 with a 
note indicating that this payment is 
to be considered ‘as an acknow- 
ledgement of the debt pending a 
final settlement’.” 

“It has in its accompanying note 
pointed out circumstances that have 
induced it to take this action. 

“Such payment dees not of course 
in any sense prejudice the freedom 
of either government in any sub- 
sequent discussion of the entire debt 
question which will take account of 
this and other debt payments. 


POLICY ANNOUNCED 

“I announced in November, 1932, 
a policy to the effect that a debtor 
may at any time approach a 
creditor with represéntations con- 
cerning the debt and to ask for re- 
adjustment of the debt or its terms 
of payment. Under such circum. 
stances any debtor government may 
make such representations as it 
deems of importance with respect 
to the desirability of any readjust- 
ment in the terms already agreed 
upon. 

“The British government availed 
itself of this principle following the 
payment of the December 15 pay- 
ment and I had informal discussions 
concerning the debt with the Brit- 
ish ambassador even before my in- 
auguration.

IT WILL BOB UP 

War debts have no place on the program of the 
London conference. They were omitted purposely, 
for the same reason one doesn’t throw gun-powder 
in the family cook stove. No action regarding the 
debts is contemplated at the conference. The 
delegates are not expected to waste time talking 
about them. 

Premier MacDonald mentioned the debts in his 
opening address, reminding the assembly that until 
these are settled in some way the conditions for 
world recovery will not and can not be entirely 
favorable. Mr. Chamberlain did a good deal more 
than mention them the following day 

Of all the speakers during the first of 
speech-making only two succeeded in keeping away 
from the subject. The spokesman for France 
omitted to mention the debts, perhaps because 
France is not paying anyway. The Japanese minute 
man steered clear of the debt question, perhaps 
because Japan is neither a badly involved debtor 
nor a creditor wondering when and how it can 
get back the money. All the other speakers in this 
preliminary general exchange of views broke the 
taboo and referred to the debts 

Keeping the debt question out of the conference 
is about as hopeful as diswussing the Frank disaster 
without mentioning the avalanche of mud and 
rocks that fell upon the houses and crushed them. 


THE HOPPERS 

For years officials at the Dominion experimental 
farm at Lethbridge have been sending out warn- 
ings every spring that a grasshopper plague was 
in prospect in southern Alberta. 
outbreaks every year ,serious enough to confirm 
their apprehensions. But a campaign of destruction, 
with favoring weather conditions, has served every 
season to Check the pests and prevent widespread 
crop loss. 

This year, it is said, the hoppers are more num- 
erous than ever before. Poison mixing stations 
have been opened at fifty points in the southern 
country, and the annual war is on. The number 
and location of the stations indicate the wide range 
over which the menace hangs. But they indicate 
also that the campaign is being launched on 2 
correspondingly wide scale 

The result in former seasons is assurance that, 
with the co-operation of the farmers in the districts 
affected, the damage can be kept within bounds 
and anything like a general loss of the southern 
crops averted 

The hopper has no particular preference for 
that part of the province. He would just as soon 
eat up the growing grain in central and northern 
Alberta. That the destroyers are unusually 
numerous in the south means that the rest of the 
province is more than commonly liable to invasion 
if dry weather should come while the plants are 
young and tender.

WHAT ABOUT THE CONSUMER? 

Everybody seems to have got a nearing at the 
milk enquiry except the humble but necessary 
individual who lives in the city and buys milk 

The producers have told the Public Utility 
Commission what they want. The distributors have 
explained what they would like to have. The 
question mainly at issue has been whether the 
milk supply of the city should be drawn from 
within a radius of fifteen miles, or whether farmers 
living beyond that charmed circle should also be 
allowed to sell milk in the city, if they want to. 
The consumer does not appear to have been pre- 
sent, in person or by representative, nor to have got 
much attention 

Seeing that if it were not for the city consumer 
not much milk would be produced within or with- 
out the fifteen-mile circle, and none at al! distri- 
buted in the city, this unheard party to the milk 
business is a rather important factor in the industry

ton. A graveiled highway leads all the way from 


the city to the southern entrance. Yet in Edmon- 
ton little is heard of the beauties of this park, and 
relatively few city people visit it at all frequently. 
Perhaps that is because it is so easy of access. 
Every fine week-end in summer, far more motor 
cars head from the city in other directions, and 
travel twice the distance to favored beaches. 

A south and north road runs through the Park, 
much of which has been graveiled. From the 
north entrance only seven or eight miles of dirt 
road have to be travelled to reach the gravelled 
highway running east from Ft. Saskatchewan. If 
that short stretch of dirt road were surfaced, it 
would be possible to make the round trip from 
Edmonton in a few hours, in comfort and almost 
without regard to the weather. Incidentally, the 
trip, going and coming, would lead through some 
of the finest and best developed farming sections 
in western Canada. 

A movement is afoot to induce the Dominion 
Government, which owns the Park, to undertake 
its development with a view to making it even 
more attractive to motorists. That should be done, 
should in fact have been done long ago. But along 
with improvements in the Park itself should go the 
gravelling of the few miles which separate it from 
the highway at the northern entrance. 

This road work of course is a matter for the 
Provincial Government to attend to. If that were 
done, visitors to the Park would multiply, even if 
little or no additional improvements were under- 
taken there. The Park as it is should, and no 
doubt would, draw multitudes if it were connected 
with gravelled highways at both ends. 

Edmonton people should give all possible back- 
ing to this movement. Elk Island Park is peculiarly 
“their” park; a great playground within easy reach, 
and which guests and tourists from distant points 
would find immensely interesting.

The Passing Show

Some months ago this column mede mention of 
the plight of Capt. Paul A. Riggs who diifted in a 
37-foot boat with a disabled engine from Alaska 
to San Luis Obispo, California. He took 115 days 
for the long drift, at one time being well on the 
way to Honolulu. He attributed his rescue to 
prayers and beans, both of which he found sustain- 
ing. Now the captain with his engine repaired and 
two months provisions on board has started out for 


Alaska. He has taken a new chum with him, a 
steam fitter. Here's wishing them well on their 
lonely trip. 


People have the view that the bigger the ship 
the safer. Sailors do not share the belief. Taking 
the skipper of one of the Pacific Empresses out for 
a busman’s holiday some years ago on a 60-foot 
fishing ketch I had bought in Sweden, he offered 
the opinion that in a hurricane of the worst order 
he'd rather be on the ketch than on any passenger 
liner afloat. Capt. Slocum, whose “Cruising alone 
around the World” should be in every boy’s library, 
made it in a 35-foot yawl, though he narrowly 
escaped being swamped in a Cape Horn gale. The 
risk of the two gallants on the 37-foot Novi from 
Oakland to Alaska isn't so great as might be feared.

small boat navigation, as it must have been in dis- | 


comfort. Their ship had been lost in the ice, the 
boat had been holed by the ice pack, their food 
supply was low, and only a last daring need for 
help justified the trip. 

With a couple of runners, wood and nails from 
packing cases and some canvas, an attempt was 
made to partially deck the boat over. Taking with 
them two 10 gallon casks of snow-water, imple- 
mented by cakes of ice the six picked men of the 
party set out through tempestuous sub-Antartic 
seas to summon aid from the whalers on South 
Georgia. So small was the boat and so high the 
seas that often the sails flapped idly in the calm 
between the crests of the great waves, only to be 
violently wrenched as the boat lifted over them 
and received the full force of the tempest. Even 
the ice that caked across their canvas deck and 
stopped the drip of the cold water on the “watch 
below” was a menace, for it stopped buoyancy. To 
keep the tiny boat afloat the spare oars had to be 
jettisoned, together with two of the fur sleeping 
bags, wet and sodden with water. For two days she 
lay with her nose to the seas, held by a sea- 
anchor made from a canvas bag, until the painter 
broke. Then there was no recourse from being 
overwhelmed in the troughs of the seas, but to beat 
the frozen canvas and make sail in the gale.

Fighting the pangs of thirst unable to eat the 
food that was left, and their mast snapped near 
its foot, the men suffered the tortures of Tantalus 
on sighting South Georgia. Angry reefs ran out 
like blackened teeth. Cross seas broke on them, 
making them spout water. For another‘night they 
had to stand off before sighting a small cove 
through which they hazarded an entrance. At the 
place they landed they heard the sweet music of 
a stream of fresh water. 

The tale of those sixteen days of supreme strife 
with the icy elements is told in full in Sir Ernest's 
book “South.”

Another story of high adventure in a smal! ship 
which deserves a place in every Canadian reader, 
is that of Capt. Thomas James who in 1631 gave 
his name to James Bay, and called Charlton Island 
in honor of King Charles First. 

She must have been a bonny vessel this 70 ton 
unnamed ship that Capt. James, through the gen- 
erosity of the merchants of Bristol had built for 
the trip. His aim was to find a North-West passage 
to the South Seas and Japan, and he had the vessel 
built as strongly as the builders could make it. 
Lucky for him he did so. or he had never lived to 
write, “The Dangerous Voyage of Capt. Thomas 
James.” 

With his ship, a shipboat anda shallop and a crew 
of 22 picked men, including a baker, a brewer and 
a butcher, the gallant captain made James Bay on 
June 12, 1631, in five weeks. In the early morn- 
ing, through the carelessness of his men who had 
not plied the lead though they had been in sight 
of land all night long, the ship struck on the rocks 
of what is now known as Charlton Island 

He must have been a captain of the old school 
all right for he says: 

“The first Blow struck me out of a deep 
Sleep, and I running out of my Cabbin, thought 
no other at first, but I had been waken’d, when 
I saw our Danger, to provide myself for another 
World. 

“After I had controuled a little Passion in 
myself, and had checked some bad Counsel that 
was given me. to revenge myself upon those 
that had commited this Error, I ordered what 
should be done to get off these rocks and stones 
and First we had all our Sails hal’d aback, but 
made her Beat the harder. Whereupon we 
struck all our sails amain, and furled them up 
close, tearing down our Stern, to bring the 
Cable through the Cabbin to Capstang; and so 
laid out an Anchor to heave her astern

The captain's efforts to kedge his ship off the 
reef proved unavailing, but after jettisoning some 
of the cargo and after the vessel had taken over 
a hundred blows, they managed, with a rising tide, 
to get her over the reef. Says he: 

Whereupon to pumping with all Handg, till 
we made the Pumps suck. We found her to be 
very leaky but we went to Prayer, and gave 
God Thanks it was no worse 

For a year the sturdy ship lay there, held in by 
ice, and exposed to terrific blows. When a change 
of wind threatened to drive the vessel so far up 
shore as to despair of ever getting her off, the 
captain set himself the heroic task of sinking the 
vessel to save her. 

Next April, -after the carpenter had started 
work on @ pinnace to be used as a last resort, the 
crew set to work to float the ship. For days they 
worked emptying the ice out of her hold others 
with picks located through the ice a lost anchor 
and the rudder which had been wrenched off in 
a gale. With rakes they scooped a hole under her 
stern, and keep in the icy weter worked in relays 
to the point of exhaustion, shipping the rudder 

The carpenter died with the pinnace unframed. 
With the ship lightengd and al! hands at the cap- 
stan straining to forcé her off the ground, the re- 
sourceful captain at one time planned to have his 
vessel torn down to her lower deck to float her off. 
Fortunately a high tide enabled them to heave their 
vessel off the sand. After which says the pious and 
resourceful skipper, he rigged his ship

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


UNDERWEIGHT NOT ALWAYS DUE TO 
UNDER-NUTRITION ; 


Practically all of the tables that are used to 
judge the correct weight are based upon the life 
insurance statistics showing averages of thous- 
ands of people. That these averages are not al- 
ways correct as to health is shown by other tables 
giving the length of life in relation to the weight 
at different ages. It has been found that between 
the ages of 20 and 24 the lowest mortality occurs | 
when the weight is 15 to 20 pounds above the aver- 
age; between the ages of 30 and 34, the lowest 
mortality occurs when there is 10 pounds over the 
average; between the ages of 40 and 44, the best 
chance of living a long life occurs when one is 10 
pounds under the average; between the ages of 50 
and 84, one has a better chance of long life if one 
is 15 to 20 pounds underweight; and from 60 up- 
ward, it is an advantage to be from 15 to 45 pounds 
below the average weight. 

My personal experience with patients, however, 
shows that the types of people vary so greatly 
that it is difficult to estimate the proper weight 
for a patient from the average statistics. So much 
depends upon the build of the patient, the tempera- 
ment, occupation, etc. The person who is decidedly 
underweight for his type and age is so because of 
two principal reasons; he is either undernourished 
because of not obtaining enough of the right type 
of food, or he has some organic condition which 
prevents the proper assimilation of the food. Ex- 
cept in cases of famine or poverty, there is very 
little under-nourishment from not obtaining enough 
food, although a few people are found who have 
a psychic dislike of eating sufficiently. 

The majority of undernourished cases occur | 
from organic derangements, of which the most fre- 
quent condition seems to be a visceroptosis or fallen 
position of the abdominal organs. These people can 
usually be recognized by the narrowness around 
the lower ribs and the drawn in lower chest. Above 
the navel the abdomen sinks inward when the 
patient stands and protrudes below that level. 
The patient also has an appearance of being tired 
or fatigued. The diagnosis can be made certain by | 
examination with the x-ray. | 

A curious thing about such patients 1s that, even | 
when they eat enough to supply the normal re- 
quirements, their systems do not assimilate or make 
use of the foods that are digested. There have 
been many theories to explain this, but I am con- 
vinced that one of the principal causes is a toxic 
condition probably brought on by the prolapsus 
which interferes with the use in the body of the 
food elements after they have been extracted from 
food. It seems to be proven by the fact which I 
have frequently observed that, if a patient goes | 
through a short, eliminative fast, he tends to put 
on weight fairly quickly after a full diet is re- 
stored, especially if at the same time treatments 
and exercises are used to strengthen the abdom- 
inal muscles and overcome the prolapsus of the 
internal organs. | 

I believe that it is a mistake to stuff an under- 
weight person with the idea of making them gain | 
weight; instead the treatment should be for the |, 
purpose of restoring the patient's body to normal | 
so that the ordinary balanced diet will be sufficient || 
for the return of the needed amount of weight. A

permanent good. The stuffing of foods which can- } 
not be properly assimilated only results in over- ; 
working the digestive tract and blocking up the |

eliminative organs so that diseases readily affect 
the patient. 

The adjuncts to assist the underweight person 
besides proper diet are exercising, sufficient sleep 
and mental calmness. When these methods are 
properly used in combination, favorable results 
can be produced in practically every case of 
chronic mal-nourishment. °
